Samuel Fisher of Covina, for 


many,years connected with the 
engineering personnel of the 
Los Angeles county flood con- 
trol district, was made perma- 
nently appointed chief engineer 
on Monday by the county board 
of supervisors. 


Fisher was appointed temporarily 


for fourteen days to fill an interim 
caused by the resignation of Chief 
Engineer E. C. Eaton, and the board 
declared at the time that it would 
seek advice from engineering asso- 
ciations and the federal engineering 
officials before making a permanent 
appointment, but upon discussing the 
appointment in committee as a whole 
the board decided .that Fisher was 
eminently qualified because of his 
intimate connection with the work 
during the past nine years.' 


Motion to make the appointment 


permanent was made by Hugh That- 
cher, chairman of flood control and 
supervisor for the first district Su- 
pervisor Gordon L. McDonough said 
that he was satisfied that Fisher was 
the best man for the position, point- 
ing out that as. chief designing en- 
gineer during the regime of two 
chief engineers he had drawn the 
plans for nearly all the major and 
minor flood control dams, and plans 
for channel work. Fisher was highly 
recommended by prominent leaders 
in the engineering association^ ,

Donough voted with Thatcher in fa- 
vor of the appointment.

on San Gabriel dam No. 1 this week, 
engaged in an investigation of the 
quality of rock in Bichota quarry, 
seven miles above the damsite. A 
crew of men is engaged in uncover- 
ing the deposit, and will be working 
on this job on three shifts for the 
next ten days. 


The new chief flood control engi- 


neer was receiving the congratula- 
tions of his many Covina friends this 
week. He has lived in Covina since 
his marriage to Miss Sarah Crook, 
daughter of Mrs. and the late Wil- 
liam Crook of Rowland avenue. En- 
gineering friends predict that he will 
prosecute the work on the San Ga- 
briel canyon projects with energy, 
and that he will be able to coor- 
dinate all flood control work thruout 
the county.

News dispatches were numerous and long 


this week in describing the overturn of 
Maine's fifty-year prohibition law. One gets 
the idea that Maine had been an alcoholic 
Sahara for half a century, and had suddenly 
become inundated as with a cloudburst of 
rum. 


The facts are, as known to all who know 


Maine, that the state has been at all times a 
blind pig paradise, with bars in the cellar of 
practically every hotel from the Canadian 
line to Casco bay. In other years raids were 
perodically made by police, who were in- 
structed to pick up money deposited on bar- 
rel-heads in the liquor stock-room, which 
might, or might not, be turned over to the city 
as a sort of admixture of fine and license 
money. 


A pile of clay pipes in the window of a store 


was the well-accepted sign for years that there 
was a saloon in the rear. Maine was never 
dry. It is doubtful if it will be any wetter, 
now that the age-old farce has come to a close. 


Whatever the solution to the liquor prob- 


lem may be, Maine never solved it.

Mem- 
ories of childhood That linger longest are gen- 
erally of some particular occasion when we 
were hungry and were fed to repletion as 
soon as we could make contact with mother 
and her kitchen, or when the family sat down 
to Aunt Emma's loaded table after what seem- 
ed to have been ages of tantalizing prepara- 
tion. The old army query, "When do we eat?" 
was inevitable, because armies are merely 
great aggregations of hungry boys. 


Gale in the Examiner— 


Newspapermen in the southland awoke 


from a cynical lethargy this week to rub their 
eyes over an announcement in the Los An- 
geles Examiner. 
Edmund W. Gale, for 


twenty-five years cartoonist for the Los An- 
geles Times, had been captured by the Hearst 
newspapers. 


Gale will start publishing cartoons in the 


Examiner within a few days, and that news- 
paper has been ballyhooing him as their latest 
find with all the characteristic modesty of the 
Hearst approach to the public. 


This writer remembers seeing Gale seated 


in the "Times" office' when he was new and 
uneasy, and seemingly of the belief that any 
moment someone would come along and 
throw him out. He was possessed of a sopho- 
moric earnestness, and he knew what he 
wanted to be, because he had been drawing 
since a child. He has become almost famous 
since that time. The Literary Digest has 
regularly demanded his work for reprinting 
as a part of the important summary of the 
nation's news. He has appeared frequently 
in other magazines specializing on news re- 
views for many years. 


Gale's cartoons have always contained 


either a whimsical or a broad smile, and they 
are not intricate. Readers don't have to study 
them. The point he wants to make is always 
apparent at a glance. And of late years he 
has been doing his very best work. 


The Hearst newspapers will give him a 


much broader field, and no doubt much more 
money. There will be many hundreds of 
"Times" readers, however, who will regret 
this change, and wish that it might have been 
prevented. To Gale and the "Examiner" con- 
gratulations.

Stocks vs. Recovery— 


Many an owner of industrial stocks and 


corporation bonds is puzzled by reports that 
industry is slowly increasing its volume, while 
at the same time the stock market continues 
in the extreme doldrums. On the stock ex- 
change the market was never weaker and 
the outlook blacker than it is this week. 


Yet, the industrial graph is rising. Business 


in the capital goods industries is somewhat 
better than at this time last year, and com- 
modity stock manufacturers are increasing 
output to a somewhat marked extent. 


The answer is that the stock market never 


was a real criterion of the prosperity of the 
country. Stocks will be high when business 
is booming, it is true, but it does not follow 
that business cannot recover until the stock 
market recovers. The stock exchange is a 
gambling organization, ruled by gambler's 
emotions, fed on hunches and old wives' tales, 
trickery and bunk. When the average citizen 
is so fed up on being lied to, robbed and 
gypped by the Wall Street gamblers, stocks 
will not move even when business may be on 
the upgrade. 


There is only one real rule that governs 


the actual making and selling of goods, and 
that is demand. People continue to live, con- 
sume foodstuff's, clothing, to buy machinery. 
Necessity for replacement, after four years of 


__ 


ed activity. 


The stock market's business indicator has 


been disconnected from business. In the fu- 
ture, more than at any time in the past, stocks 
are to be sold on values based on the volume 
of output of the particular business they rep- 
resent, and also by the only real indicator, 
generally ignored, which is the regularity and 
the size of stock dividends. What the 
gam- 


blers say tlit stocks are worth is not to be 
considered to the extent that it has been in 
past years. 


New Political Lineups— 


It becomes increasingly apparent that a new 


alignment is definitely progressing for the 
two old-line political parties in this country. 
The New Deal is giving impetus to a separa- 
tion of the sheep from the goats. 


Constitution day was seized upon this week 


as the time to fire many sizzling verbal broad- 
casts at the Roosevelt administration, notable 
among these being that of former Senator 
James A. Reed of Missouri, a Democratic 
firebrand of the old school. Col. Henry Breck- 
enridge, another outstanding standpatter of 
the Democratic ranks, was equally bitter in 
his denunciation of the administration's alleg- 
ed departure from the traditional paths laid 
down by the constitution. 


Constitution day was resurrected this week 


expressly for the purpose of hammering the 
administration. Few remember when the an- 
niversary of the signing of this document had 
been celebrated with such fervor. In fact, if 
we remember rightly, the date has not been 
observed in many years, excepting, perhaps, 
in some school classrooms. 


Al Smith and several others chiefly notable 


for the fact that they were at one time badly 
defeated in their ambitions to become presi- 
dent, along with some of the most conserva- 
tive Republican leaders, have joined forces 
in a new alarmist organization directed 
against Roosevelt. 


Judge Lindsey of Los Angeles county sums 


it up by saying that it is a battle of human 
rights versus property rights, and Bainbridge 
Colby, another distinguished Democrat of the 
older school, retorts that property rights are 
human rights, and that there is no possibility 
of separation. 


Whatever may be the cause of these new 


alignments it is plain that the conservatives 
in both parties are getting together, and that 
the liberals in both parties are doing likewise. 
The Literary Digest said some months ago 
that there were no longer any party lines in 
California. John B. Elliott, vice-chairman of 
the state Democratic central committee, 
plumped forthright this week in support of 
Fred Houser, Republican, for congress in this, 
the twelfth district. Many old-line Democrats 
in the San Francisco bay district have an- 
nounced that they will vote for Merriam. 


The election in November will be a battle 


between the conservatives and the liberals, 
with the Republican rmd Democratic ^art-- 
names forgotten. In future years the names 
of the parties will no doubt be retained, but 
there has been, and will continue to be, a 
great shuffling of the voters. Conservatives 
caught in the Democratic party, which is now 
extremely liberal, must go somewhere, and 
with gall and wormwood in their mouths they 
must go to the Republican standard. 


The New Deal seems to be leading to a 


separation of the face cards from the rest of 
the deck. Where us two-spots come in is a 
matter to be determined.

IN EXCHANGE FAIR EXHIBIT 


By HENRY L. MARSHALL 


On Monday of this week the constitution of the United States 


was one hundred and forty-seven years old. This document and 
the Magna Charta signed by King John of England (virtually at 
the point of the swords of his barons), are the instruments thru 
which liberty has been made possible to a measurable degree 
for the Anglo-Saxon peoples. Later, thru the infiltration into 
the population of the United States of the nationals of other 
countries, a new liberty was made possible to a wide variety of 
adopted citizens of many countries and their descendants. 


The constitution has not brought^ 


about "liberty o.nd justice for all." 
That is the expression of the ideal, 
not the actual. The constitution is 
not a sacred document to bo wor- 
shiped as perfect, immutable and 
unchangeable. It is the handiwork 
of a group of very faulty, earnest, 
stumbling and blundering patriots, 
doing their level best to enunciate 
•principles upon which the newly- 
formed democracy within a republic 
might function. They argued and 
fought and squabbled over the pro- 
visions of the document for many 
days, until patience was exhausted 
and delegates grew peevish and fill- 
ed with a longing for home, even as 
is the case every four years when 
the Republican and Democratic par- 
ties go into national convention and 
attempt to evolve a platform. 
The constitution of the United States 
was finally born of compromise 
and was signed by George Washing- 
ton, 
only to be debated fiercely for 


four years in every convention and 
at every crossroads tavern. It was 
four years after its birth before the 
first amendment was passed. Since 
that time it has been amended twen- 
ty times to fit changing conditions 
and no doubt will be amended many 
times in the coming years.

resist ,any change that might be 
made in the interests of the whole 
people. The human mind in the 
main, including all of us, has a ten- 
dency to resist change. We are crea- 
tures of habit. We hate to be moved 
from grooves. Change necessitates 
thinking, and the human animal is 
a lethargic thinker in the general 
sense, begrudging the time-and ef- 
ford demanded to orient his mind 


1 "and hablts~to"Tiew conditions.

Every amendment of the constitu- 


tion has been bitterly fought because 
it took away from a few the exces- 
sive rights they had acquired to the 
detriment of the many. If it could 


t has been changed cvnd modified 
and fitted to conditions as they arose 
n the century and a half of its ex- 
stence. Basically, and especially as 
relates to its idealism, it is as sound 
as it was at the time it was formu- 
ated by the harassed and somewhat 
Bewildered fathers of our country. 
it avoids many of the mistakes that 
lad been made by civilization up to 
that time. It sets up a splendid pre- 
mise for a people who desired as 
much freedom as could be had and 
still live together as a united coun- 
try. 


It was designed by the forefathers 


as a working hypothesis, not as 
something to be placed in a niche, 
bowed down before, and sprinkled 
with holy water by countless thou- 
sands of fervid law students and 
Fourth of July speakers. Something 
in the human, finite frailty of.mind 
moves us to sanctify common things 
after a time has passed. We glorify 
our dead statesmen and leaders in 
past crises, until they are well on 
the way to sainthoods and special 
shrines, when, of course, they were 
all human and prone to err, and if, 
during their careers they were right 
in their decisions six times out of 
ten they were great men indeed. 


The same tendency toward sanc- 


tity and the untouchable and in- 
violate is noted toward state docu- 
ments that have served the nation 
well, but which always need critical 
attention on the part of the people 
to keep them from becoming mil- 
dewed, outmoded and tyranical in- 
stead of beneficial. If the constitu- 
lon of the United States had actu- 
lly been regarded as sacred and in- 
apable of change, it would have re- 
ulted in this country being govern- 
d by mortmain, the dead hand of 
he past clasped over the eyes of 
eneration after generation.

in schools and colleges sponsored by 
the national chamber of commerce 
and other such bodies have always 
been circumscribed by rules which 
in effect allow nothing but a glori- 
fication of the document, without a 
word of criticism, which criticism 
would be classified as some sort of 
treason. This is the sanctity com- 
plex, and is actuated by those who 
will benefit most by attempting to 
establish immutable laws on this 
earth, somehow thought to be a part 
of natural law, and as unchangeable 
as the laws of the heavens and the 
earth and the waters beneath. When 
man sets up immutability he is wor- 
shiping a god with clay feet, and 
his idol will eventually topple and 
crush him, 


STUDY AND CRITICIZE 


Universities and schools of all 


kinds should be encouraged to a cri- 
tical analysis of the basic laws of 
this land. The faults that have crept 
in, or which were there from the 
first, if any, should be brought out 
into the open and discussed. Intem- 
perate abuse of the constitution by 
minds that would inflame against 
any and all constitutional forms of 
government should be suppressed, 
but temperate analysis and criticism 
hould be encouraged, and the sanc- 
ity complex should be eliminated. 


Most of us believe that the consti- 
utional form of government is the 
)est that has been devised by man 
j>o far, providing that it is elastic and 
amenable to the will of the people. 
But constitutional law can never be 
>erfeet. We progress toward a shin- 
ng ideal that always and ever re- 
cedes as we advance. We can never 
catch up with ideals any more than 
we can say that "this is tomorrow." 


TRUE DEFENSE 


If any of us attach significance to 


;he fact that we have quietly cele- 
brated the one hundred and forty- 
seventh birthday of the constitution 
this week, we should translate that 
interest into a true defense of the 
constitution by a vigilance aimed to 
prevent its becoming obsolete as the 
nation and the world moves on thru 
metamorphosis to newer and better 
conditions, clearer concepts of social 
justice and the idealistic realm of 
the brotherhood of man. 


We should be ready with our cri- 


ticisms, and to constructively ask 
for substitutions thai will be mere 
workable in our day and age. Ru- 
member, as a first premise, that the 
constitution is a working hypothesis, 
not some grandiose Mosinc tablet 
handed down from the mountain 
habitation of the incorruptible gods. 
Thomas Jefferson anticipated thai 
the attempt would be made to sanc- 
tify and ossify the constit'-jon, anc 
he said that it would alv.ays be the 
duty of the people to change it or to 


completely abolish it, as they saw fit, 


Revere the work of the forefathers. 


But remember that they did not ask 
us to continue to ride in a one-horse 
shay if we discovered a better meth- 
od of transportation. 


This is an occidental, not oriental 


civilization in which we live on this 
continent. We must avoid the bane- 
ful paralysis of ancestor worship. 
The Chinaman says that he dare not 
lift water by machinery because his 
ancestors lifted it by turning a crank. 
He would not be allowed to enter 
the temple if he should so grossly 
insult the sacred fathers. We can 
revere our ancestors, and at the same 
time obliterate all of their works if 
so be it is necessary for the ad- 
vancement of the race.

FIRST PART OF TRIP TOLD 


BY REV. LELAND BRUBAKER 


Writing from on board the steam- 


ship Albert Ballin under date of 
August 31st, Rev. Leland S. Bru- 
baker, pastor of the Brethren church 
of Covina, tells of what he terms the 
second part of his trip which is to 
take him eventually into the heart 
of Africa and other out-of-the-way 
places, to visit missions and to pro- 
mote Christian work in those far 
lands. 


The first part of his journey ended 


with the train trip to New York, 
uneventful except that he met many 
interesting people, he says. He found 
New York city stifling, and longed 
for a breath of air in the wide-open 
spaces. Of his journey so far he 
writes: 


The Empire State building out- 


towers all others, lifting its head 
1250 
feet skyward. It has one hun- 


dred two stories for offices, etc. One 
may travel to the top of the building 
if lie hus the necessary one dollar 
and ten cents. The day we visited it 
the visibility was twenty-five miles. 
It was a great sight. All the other 
buildings looked small from this 
great distance. It reminded me of a 
child's playroom with buildings made 
of blocks. Persons walking on the 
streets, of course, were mere specks, 
and looking down Fifth avenue re- 
minded one of a busy ant hill, 


We took our baggage to the ship 


about noon Wednesday, and then in- 
spected our rooms. We are located 
nicely in the center of the ship and 
thus we get much less of the roll or 
motion so noticeable in other places 
of our vessel. Tliis ship is 602 feet 
long with 20,000 tons displacement. 
It moves along at a good pace and 
takes the waves in great style. 


At 12:01 Thursday morning our 


I ship pulled out of New York harbor. 
Right on the dot, too. A great crowd 
of people were there to see their 
friends leave. The ship was full of 
them. The diningrooms were doing 
a great business, for this is a Ger- 
man vessel and most of the folks on 
here are German people and they 
all like their beer. Then came the 
trumpet signal for visitors to leave 
the ship. Hurried goodbyes were 
given. .Belated 
passengers 
came 


breathlessly up the gangplank; late 
parcels were delivered; last-minute 
telegrams and radio messages were 
being sent; the band was playing; 
confusion was rampant. Then the 
last signal for all passengers to bid 
their friends the last farewell, a last 
look for stowaways, the gangplanks 
were pulled up, the boat quivered a 
little and then moved away. Just in 
a little while we were out in the 


middle of the harbor and were on 
our way. The lights faded into the 
distance, the 
Statue 
of Liberty 


came and was left behind, and then 
by 2 a.m. we were really on our 
way and the old U. S. was left be- 
hind. 


Fine meals cooked in the good 


German style are being served. All 
officers and crew are seemingly only 
desirous of making your trip pleas- 
ant. 
All that could possibly be done 


for our comfort is being done. It 
.vill be a great trip I know. Septem- 
ber the 6th we are to arrive in 
Southampton, England. We will be 
there until the 13th, when we will 
again set sail on the S. S. Wangoni, 
bound for Africa. 


The wind is blowing some today 


and seasickness has taken its toll 
already. The diningroom is rather 
thinning out, but some of us hope 
that we can stay there and see it 
thru. Personally I feel fine and am 
mighty glad for the rest the ship 
affords one, for this is a great place 
to read and rest and eat. So we are 
glad to be on our way, with England 
as the next stop. Goodbye until 
then.
